The Flood Control Situation

In its issue last week the Claremont Courier discussed at 
some length the ‘‘current status of opposition and support of 
the San Antonio canyon flood control dam and debris basin.”’ 

We quote the Courier 

“Bollowine unanimous approval of the project by the 
boards of supervisors of Les Angeles and San Bernardino 
counties recorded shortly after the 1938 flood, the San 


Bernardino group has been organized by Chairman C. E. 
Grier of Upland to oppose the dam because it is said that 
water rights will be endangered 

“This attitude is so foreign to fact as outlined repeat- 
edly by Major Theodore Wyman, Jr., chief of army en- 
gineers, that some other reason for the antagonism must 
be impelling residents of west San Bernardino county to 
kill the project. 

“Upland and Ontario are not endangered — by flood 
waters from San Antonio canyon and would be more than 
willing to have the entire development withdrawn than 


have the proposed dam at the mouth of the canyon, where 
it would safely release water to the spreading grounds 
which censerve it for the Claremont and Pomona basins. 

“Phe San Bernardino opposition is a real threat, be- 


cause the policy of the army engineers in flood contro] proj- 
ects has been to withdraw their support from work in 
which affected eommunities are not in accord. It will 
make no difference if actual money for the particular proj- 
ect is voted by congress because flood control funds are 


lumped in the engineers corps budget and there is no cheek 

whether it is used on developments for which it was voted. 

“Another serious danger is that the opposition will de- 
lay the work until after Major Wyman leaves for his new 
post in Hawaii next fall. Wyman’s interest and under- 
standing of the danger of flood for this area have been 
vitally important in securing congressional approval. His 
successor would not be familiar with the situation and 
would be more willing to abandon a project in which com- 
munities apparently are not in agreement. 

‘Claremont city council has taken the first step to 
counteract the work of Supervisor Grier and this week 
voted to send representatives to other towns in the area to 
acquaint civie bodies with the serious situation. Expres- 
sions of support for the proposed flood control work will 
weigh heavily against the minority opinion of petition 
signers in Upland, many of whom have given their names 
blindly to a movement which is apparently instigated by 
a handful of selfish leaders.’’ 

Apparently the Courier does not realize extent of the op- 
position in this community to the suggested location of the 
proposed dam—and may not the attitude of Claremonters be 
regarded as ‘‘selfish’’ as well as that of Uplanders Each com- 
munity is looking after what it considers the interests of the 
community at large. Some of the objections of Upland people 
were outlined in a statement by directors of the West End 
Consolidated Water Co., printed in The Upland News on 
Tuesday. 

The matter of future expense to this community is one of 
vital importance—and there should be assurance from federal 
authorities in that regard. 

Another objection to the proposed location of the dam is 
that if it were built there it would be a great detriment to San 
Antonio Heights, one of the finest residential sites in the South- 
Jand—if not ruin it for future development—and would place 
an ugly thing for many of the residents, whose homes would 
not be wiped out, to look upon henceforth.

There’s Cash Value in Good Manners 


Think about politeness in terms of sentiment if you want 
to, but cold facts show that courtesy pays well in terms of hard 
cash. This is the verdict of Charles B. Hathaway, writing in 
the current Rotarian magazine. He cites examples of substan- 
tial fortunes resulting directly from thoughtfulness and good 
manners. 

Clement George McCullagh, now one of the dominant pub- 
lic figures in Canada, impressed fabulously rich Bill Wright 
by his courtesy when trying to sell him some securities. Other 
salesmen had shown little respect for his privacy and feelings; 
so, attracted first by a single courteous act, eventually the two 
formed a history-making partnership, combining MeCullagh’s 
ability and Wright’s money. 

Or consider the girl working in the safety-deposit depart- 
ment of a Detroit bank. <A certain elderly gentleman came to 
the vault only three times a year to be served by the girl— 
yet when he died he left her $5,000 in recognition of her ‘‘un- 
failing courtesy’’. 

Mr. Hathaway points to the examples of John Wanamaker 
and Marshall Field, the great merchants. It was the former 
who insisted that ‘‘the customer is always right,’’ and in ap- 
plying the principle to his stores made himself wealthy. Mr. 
Field, at the height of his success, would take time to tour his 
store, wait on customers, and hear their complaints. He prof- 
ited greatly by applying courtesy to merchandising. 

While commercialized manners are desirable, it is even 
more heartening to meet a person who is mannerly, not be- 
cause he anticipates a profit from his acts, but just because he 
is mannerly. Outstanding in this way is the great Paderewski. 
As one of the world’s greatest musicians, he could indulge in 
any rudeness and have it charged off to temperament. ‘‘But,”’ 
the author points out, ‘‘his simple kindliness—manners, I call 
it--made him a national idol.’’ 

One corporation has a person who first interviews applicants 
for positions and reports on manners only. If one fails to pass 
the courtesy test, no amount of ability will earn him a place 
with the firm. 

‘“‘T believe we have established the point,’’ Mr. Hathaway 
coneludes, “‘we need not be sanctimonious when we talk about 
manners, or approach the subject as a semi-religious, non-profit 
proposition; we can admit that it is a good thing because it 
has cash value.”’
